Tua commercial reports for 1875 from 
Her Majesty's Consuls in Japan, which 
have recently been issued in their usual 
form of s blue-book, again afford us any- 
thing but a satisfactory account of the 
trade for the year in that country. We 
have the old story repeated that Japan 
is being yearly drained of an immense 
amount of treasure through the imports 
far exceeding the exports in value, 
and that the only remedy for such 
a -ruinous state of affairs to tho 
country is to more fully develop its 
natural xesources, A comparison of the 
imports and exports, as set out in these 
returns, shows there is a balance against 
Japan of no leas than $12,000,000, 
which she would have to pay in trea- 
Nor does the country exhibit 
signs, year after year, of improving in 
On tho contrary, in the 
returns beforé us the imports show an 
inorease of nearly 22 per ‘cent. on those 
of 1874, while the exports show a de- 
orease of 10 per cent.~on those of the 
previous .year. We are, however, cau- 
tioned in these returns against assuming 
that the import trade with Japan is in- 
oreasing to the extent that these figures 
might be supposed ‘to denote, or that the 
productive power of the country is on 
the decline to such a degree, A large 
proportion of the foreign goods included 
in these(returns, it is pointed out, has 
been at a loss to the importers, and 
although the production of Japanese silk 
and tea in 1875 exceeded in quantity 
that‘of previous years, it was exported 
at lower ‘values, « Tho following table 
shows that for four years the total foreign 
trade of Japan has fluctuated between 
$44,000,000 and $50,000,000, and that 
the aggregate of 1875 is 83,000,000 less 
than in 1872 i= ;

Harry Parkes stiggests that to ameliorate 
this state of thitigs the natural resources 
of tha country should be more fully 
developed; It will be recollected that 
a very valuable report.on the mino- 
ral wealth : of seen was ptblished last 
year from Mr. .F, B, Plunket, of the 
British Legation.

the Department of Education, indeed, 
proposes to establish a mining college in 
connection with the university at Tokio, 
Sir Harry Parkes expresses an opinion 
in his report that Japan's readiest and 
-largeat means for improving her present 
financial prospects lie in her mineral 
deposits, buthe pointsout that a greatdeal 
can algo be done to develop her grain pro- 
duotion and trade, We append extracts 
from the reports of the Consula at Yoko- 
hama, Nagasaki and Hiogo, showing the 
position of trade during the year at these 
places i—— ; : 


Nagataxsti—Conaul Flowers reports that 
‘a comparison of the trade of this Port in 
18765 with thot of 1874 shows a decrease of 
§583,572, the total value of imports and 
exports being $3,684,893 in 1876, ‘against 
$4,217,065 in 1874, As meets imports, a 
great decrease in both cotton and woollen 
goods is apparent, the import of theso 
aepies having steadily declined since 1872, 
and this dcorease is very inadequately 
counterbalanced by 8 slight increase in tha 
importation. of mixod cotton and woollen 
manufactures. Consul Flowers says: The 
import trade has continued to show very 
Lavancomup ay 4 results. . The competition 
between the Mitsusbishi Company (native) 
and the Pacific Mail Company has kept 
freights very low for the grenter- part.of 
the year. This has enabled tho natives 
merchants to buy their goods in the larger 
markets, whore, -it is presumed, a better 
selection may be obtained, and to bring 
their purchases down to this part of the, 
country at a nominal expense, Another 
cause of the dull state of affairs is to be 
traced to the fact that a number of the 
smaller Chinese merchants havo taken to 
solling pioce goods in very small quantities 
(of six or ten pieces at 2 time) to the coun- 
try people. ‘It is natural to infer that this 
course bas materially interfered with the 
trade of the native dealers. It has prevented 
them from buying except in small quanti- 
tio.” Tho export trade of the twelve 
months Mr Flowers considers on the whole 
to have been tolerably 
Though the total values do not show an 
increase ($2,159,503 in 1876, agains 
$2,342,799 in 1874), the yield of some of thi 
principal articles of produce has manifestly 
increased, . *' 


- Hiogo and “Osaxa.—Consul Anneeley 
reports that the returns show 8 decrense 
in the business of the two ports of 
$8,849,487 a8 compared: with 1874.

the transaction of business ; and, inorder 
that they may be kept open to nome pur- 
pone, the night rates are, made half of the 
day rates, The extent to which telegraph 
wites ate now need for the provention of. 
fires and burglaries is remarkable, Wo 
have in the contre of the city of Melbourne, 
a watchman at the summit of a high tower, 
to sound on alarm as Hoon 99 he seca a 
blaze, but fires never.come under his notice 
until they have made some headway. The 
business quarter of New York is efflolently, 
though no completely, ramified by telegraph 
wires, aud an officer; seated at a desk, 
knows~from: the face af a board in front of 
him the state of every room in every large 
warehouse or shop under-his charge, The 
apparatus is simple, and not very expen- 
sive. Each of the premines is connected’ 
with his office by tolegraph wiren, stretched 
over the roofs of the houses, and if so smail 
a thing aa a newspaper took fire he would 
once be apprined of it, The agenoy is 
maintained by private enterprise, and not 
under public management, like the fire 
brigades. . For.a moderate annual aubacrip- 
tion the owner of a warehouse has his 
premises connected with some cent: 
atation, and a thermostat is placed on the 
wall of every room, Tho thermostat con. 
sists of a strip. of metal, in partial com- 
munication with the telegraph. wire.

moment moy be lost, the horsea stand re.dy 
harnessed in the stables at the fire ntations, 
the water in the engine-boller is kept hot 
by moane of » communication pipe from a 
reservoir under the floor, and the firemen 
lie drossed in the upstairs room ready to 
descend at less than a moment’s notice. 
For our entertainment severa! parties were 
hurrledly summoned downstairs in the 
course of the evening, and two or three 
engines called out. So thoroughly aro the 
horaes tralnod, that the inatant ibe hear 
the gong they rush from their stalls to 
their places in. front of the engine, All 
signals are transmitted by telegraph, and. 
the signal which alarms the men alao dis- 
connects the halter on the horse's head, 
and leaves him free to run out, 

When we had examined one of the central 
atations we were shown the modus operandi, 
As soon asthe alarm wae sounded three 
horses dashed from their stalls, two wont 
in front of the engine and one in front of 
the hose-reel, We had been warned to 
stand owtof the way of the animals, and 
were glad we had got into corners, for from 
the haste with which they came forth they 
“evide tly would.not have had time to avoid 
obstacles,” Simultaneously with the appear- 
ance’ of tho horses seven or eight men 
speeded downstairs, hurriedly - buttening 
up thelr jrckots in the descent, Haoh man 
at once went to his place, The harness 
was quickly adjusted, and when the word 
“ready ” was called watchos were compared, 
and the timo found to be between 11 an 
12 seconds. The horses were taken back 
to their atables, and the operation repeated, 
but. the first time was not beaten, Then 
wo wore shown how speedily an engine 
could be brought to the scone of s fire.

a milo distant, and at the end of 2}m. the 
engine appeared. ‘This one was p; ‘opelled 
by steam, not drawn by horses, The num- 
ber of steam propellers at present in New 
York is six ; they will ultimately suporsede 
horses, Fire-engine horses cost about £30 
apiece.
